He shouted for help and Mr. Hartshorn 
started back for him. He grasped the 
board with one hand and then started 
for Mr. Crouch. The latter was shout- 
ing for help all the time. By the time 
Mr. Hartshorn, who Is a poor swimmer, 
reached him, Mr. Crouch seemed to be 
floating on the water Insensible. He 
held the drowning man up with one 
hand, until Mr. Hughes reached the 
pair. They started for the shore but 
In "the meantime a boat had started 
from shore. By that time Mr. Crouch 
was dead. The body was taken aboard 
and conveyed to the beach,

Prince Kuhlo, making faithful and con- 
tinuous efforts to get results for his 
constituents,, but it must be remem- 
bered in Hawaii, that it is an unwritten 
and universal law in Congress that no 
new member can secure results at once. 
The return of the - delegate, together 
with his Increased -knowledge of -Con- 
gressional work mates it possible /or 
him to secure much needed- legislation 
for tHawall. The delegate spoke frank- 
ly to me of the advantage that' would 
come to him in having a well equipped 
secretary and one able to assist him in 
work before the committees and in the 
various departments. The beat helper 
the delegate could and, would be some 
one familiar with the business ways of 
Congress.

Honolulu Admiral Wins 


Case in Court of 


Claims. , 


The Court of Claims on Monday, 


March 28, announced a favorable deci- 
sion on the claim of Rear Admiral SDas 
W. Terry, U. S. Navy says the Army 
& Navy Journal. This decision'affects; 
all the rear admirals of the nine low- 
er numbers of that grade. 
Admiral 


Terry was commandant of the Wash-- 
ington Navy Yard for about two years 
while among the nine lower number* 
of the grade of rear admiral. He re- 
ceived the Army pay of a brigadier 
general, *6,500 less IS per cent for shore 
duty, amounting to $4,675. He claimed 
.hat the correct amount of his pay 
while on shore duty was $6,000, 
as 


provided by tbe old Navy pay table 
contained In Section 1568 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, for a rear admiral on 
ihore duty. Messrs. George A. and 
William B. King, In their elaborate 
presentation of thte case, both in their 


efs and oral arguments before the- 


Court of Claims, based'this claim upon 
he provision of the Navy Personnel 
act as amended by the Naval Appro- 
priation act of June T. 1900, "that notb- 
ng therein contained shall operate to 
educe the pay, which, but for the'pas- 
sage of said act, would have been re- 


elved by any commissioned officer at 
he time of its passage or thereafter."

they know how and prefer them to 
coarser work. True, white mechanics 
may be frozen out; but there is no 
law regarding that but the law of sup- 
ply and demand.

And yet, like every other part of the I 


•Onion, this should be a white man's 
country. Nothing legitimate, should be 
left undone to make it so, But no coun- 
vtry was ever built up by merely em-j 


ploying white men In the -mechanical 
arta; what is needed is a settled and 
well-rooted white population, owning 
and tilling the land. Such a population 
i* tbe backbone of England, Germany 
and the United States and it could be 
made, without much effort, the, basis 
of a- higher civilization in Hawaii. 


There is land and* water enough to 


sustain a large productive white pop- 
ulation—the kind that would stay. 
Mechanics, like tourists, come and go. 
Even business-men are more or less 
nomadic. But the farmer sticks to the 
sop. and the farm* as Qrover Cleveland 
said, "remain* in It* place." Nor can- 
-the farmer, on the public domain be 
anything else than a citizen. Asiatic* 
cannot take up land* All the better 
elements of American- citizenship cen- 
ter in the fanner and his farm; and 
•when Hawaii brings the two together 
here its chief problem of population 
•will have been solved. And so will 
many'other problems. 


The process is simple enough. It Is 


to survey public land of the right sort 
and give some man like Byron O. Clark 
a chance to, organize mainland colonies 
'to occupy it.

/COMMERCIAL KOREA.. 


^Commercial Korea m U04" Is the 


title of •/ monograph Just issued by 
UwT Department of ' Commerce and 
I«ab6r through its Bureau of Statistics. 
It di*cu**M commercial and other con- 
dition* .to Korea, ahowtng area, popu- 
lation, tran«portatlon facUltiet, rail- 
ways, telegraph*, postal service, and 
foreign commerce, including -.imports 
and the countries from which they are 
drawn, and1 export* and thr countries 
to which they are sent The popula- 
tion of Korea the monograph In ques- 
tion put* at about fifteen millions ir 
round number*, the area at about 
equal to that of the State tff Kansas, 
and the foreign commerce at about 
twelve million dollars, of which un< 
port* form about seven and one-half 
millions. A part of the Chinese Em 
plre prior to the Christian era, Korea 
remained under the control of that 
country until about the end «f the .six- 
teenth century, when the Japanese 
sent a large invading armjrinto Korea 
for the purpose of driving out the Chi- 
nese -and taking possession. 'The Japa- 
nese rule, however, Was comparatively 
brief, and to 162T the people of Manchu- 
rUt placed the country under vassalage, 
and until 1894 Korea , recognized the 
control of China by sending tribute- 
bearing mission* annually to Peking. 


In 1894 an insurrection led the country 


to ask aid from China, and Chinese 
troops -were -sent. This action, being 
looked upon i>y the Japanese as a step 
toward the complete ^controL jot .Korea 
by. China, precipitated a* -'war. between 
China and Japan In 1894, which result- 
ed favorably to Japan Tand was foUbw- 
ed by a renunciation of ..Chinese sover- 
eignty by the Korean King, the substi- 
tution of Japanese for Chinese Influence, 
and the introduction of many important 
reforms under Japanese advisers. These 
reforms included adjustment of taxa- 
tion, abolition of 'slavery, establishment 
of educational Institutions, introduction 
of a postal system, membership. In the 
International Postal Union, and a re- 
fdrm of the judiciary. 


Commercially the development of Ko- 


rea begins with 1876, when two ports, 
Gensan atad Fusan, were, upon the 
Insistence o£- Japan, opened io trade 
With that country only. In 1882 Admiral 
Shufeldt, of the United States Navy, 
vetted Korea and secured- a treaty- of 
friendship between the United States 
and Korea 'by which American vessels 
were given access- to it» treaty ports 
and the safety of .American vessels 
and citizens assured. This was follow- 
ed by treaties -with, Germany and Great 
Britain in 1883, Russia and Italy in 1884, 
France In 1886, Austria in 1892, and 
China in 1897. The formation of the 
treaty between Korea and the United 
States in 1882.was immediately.follow- 
ed "by a visit from a Korean embassy 
to Washington, sent to exchange rati- 
fications of the treaty, from this tinte 
forward Korea was opened to ; foreign 
trade. and: Western civilization; laid the 
Korean Government established its 
legations in the United States- and other 
great commercial nations. Wi|h the 
opening of the treaty ports and the 
establishment of 'commerce an official 
record of Korean imports and exports 
began. JTnia shows imports in 1884 a- 
mounting to about $800,000 and exports 
amounting to $475,000. By 1890 imports 
Jiad grown to 43,850,000 and exports to 
«,97S,000; In 1894 miport* and export* 
fell considerably below those of 1890. 
but to 1897 again increased, being for 
that year of imports about |5jOW),000 
and exports- about four and. one-half. 
million dollars. In .1902 the Imports at 
the treaty ports -amounted- to,-, about 
$7,000,000 and the exports of merchan- 
dise to about $4,200,000. In addition to 
this; exports of .gold amounted, to. over 
$2,000.000, while the imports and .exports 
at other than treaty ports are estimated 
"as" being sufficient to bring .the /total 
commerce Of 1902 up to fully $15,000,000, 
exclusive of gold exports, which, as 
above indicated, amounted to about $2,- 
000,000. 


The most important . articles. lp_ the 


export trade are rice, which shows an 
annual exportation of more than a mil- 
lion dollars; beans, a half million; 
ginseng, nearly a half million; - and 
hides, about one hundred thousand dol- 
lars in value in the' latest available 
year. 
Of the Importations, cotton 


goods form, the largest item, from three, 
to., three, and onl-halt million dollars 
per annum; silk, piece goods imported

Vivas Claims That They 


Are Not Fairly 


Treated. * 


"The Portuguese" residents of the ia- 
ands do not like the lack of encourage- 
ment for small farmers im. the 'part of 
the administration," said J» M. Vivas, 
the well known attorney ot that nation- 
ality yesterday. "The Portuguese, since 
coming to the Islands, have as a class 
been bona nde home-seekers and anx-' 
oua to .secure lands either by lease or 
in fee. The -action of the land office in 
two instances especially, lately, have 
been felt very keenly by 'the. Portu- 
guese. 


"One 
was .in regard to .the lands of 


Kahakuloa-on Maul. These were pas- 
ure lands held by a certain iiumber of 
Portuguese and Hawailans who had 
been raising cattle there. They offered 
the government what they considered a 
fair rental, and In addition agreed to 
clear twenty-five acres of the land ev- 
ery year. The land is at present prac- 
tically covered by Ian tana. Instead -of 
Considering the matter as . it should 
have ben considered, the Portuguese 
and Hawailans were. abruptly ordered 
off the land by the government, and 
these poor people were compelled to sell 
their stock. 


'The other instance , was in North 


Kona, where a tract of several thousand 
acres had been under lease for fifty 
dollars a year to a cattleman. About- 


year, ago application was made for 


the sale o{ the lease, and the govern- 
ment put an upset price of $200 per year 
upon it Portuguese in Kona ran the 
price at the auction up to $700 per year, 
and were willing to comply with all the 
conditions relative to fencing, etc. I 
am attorney for these parties and they 
claim that through the influence of cat- 
.Ie owners who held the former lease, 
this tract of several thousand acre* IB 
to be condemned for forwrt reserves, 


"The Portuguese, especially in these 


two localltlen, are commenting very un- 
favorably on the methods adopted re- 
cently. Wherever they have taken up 
lands, they have been BuccewfuU and 
wherever Portuguese have built their 
home* In the vicinity of plantations, the 
labor qoettlon for that partlcylar plan- 
tation h&* been nolved."
